I do so because I think that Edward's punishment was unduly severe, given 
the relatively minor role he had in the transaction in Golden. This is not to minimize the fact that he broke 
the law, and that the traffic in drugs is a serious problem in our society. But he served his sentence. He 
was never involved in drugs himself, and will most certainly never will be involved. As an enclosure to this 
letter I am copying some character testimonials I wrote at the time of his arrest and sentencing to then 
Senator Tim Wirth.

In summation, I believe that Edward Stout has more than repaid his debt to society to a level that 
goes well beyond his transgression. There remains that stain on hia character which I do not think he 
deserves: he Is still branded as a Felon, and unless he obtains a pardon will be so branded for the rest of 
hie life: this, I believe, Is unjust I would suggest that an enquiry to Mr. Thomas Destlto, would back my 
assessment of Edward's character and prospects. Mr. Oestito Is Probation Officer, District of Colorado 
Probation Dept. and he was Edward's contact during the three years probation period, and has remained 
in unofficial contact with Edward to this day.

He will be notified promptly, however, when 
a final decision is made. With respect to Professor Ip^lcomment that Mr. Stout seeks a 
pardon to "eras[e] his being branded a 'felon,'" he shouIcHaiow that a presidential pardon does 
not relieve the recipient from the obligation to disclose that he has been convicted of the offense, 
when required to report the conviction. Therefore, on any application or other document that 
requires the information, a pardon recipient must disclose the fact of his conviction, although \the 
information that a presidential pardon has been granted may be included and the warrant may be 
shown.
